MALES: The number of malo breadwinners in Australia (including members of the Forces,. 
employers, self-employers, and wage and salary earners at work or temporarily unemp Loyod ) 
» wes 2,520,200 in March, 1944. Before the outbreak of war (July, 1939), thoir number was 
2,371,000, Tho incroase of 149,200 during the war period (to March, 1944) included the 
normal ineroaso of 89,200 malo breadwinnors (which might havo boon expectod if war had not 
occurred) and an abnormal waretimo increase estimated at 60,000, 


The net numbor of mon transferred from civil lifo to the Armod Forces and not 
returned to civil lifo as at Merch, 1944, was noarly 680,000 and as at Juno, 1944, 667,000, 


ee! The number of fomalo breadwinnors in July, 1939 (including womon who ware omployors 
solfeomployors and wago end salary oarnors, or tomporarily unomployed) numbored 677,600. 

In March, 1944, tho numbor wes 820,500, Tho incroase of 142,900 includod tho normel in- 
cronse of 36,400 fomalo breadwinnors (which might have boon expected if pro-war tronds 

hed continued) and an abnormal wer=time increaso of 106,500 fomalos in gainful oceupation 
(ineluding Forcos) who would not havo boon sooking gainful occupation but for war conditions.

Analysis of the figures of Government employment (civilians) indicates that the net 
increase since July 1939 of 116,700 persons has been made as follows:- War Departments, 
defence works construction and Allied Government services +79,600, Government factories 
+45,7003; Other Commonwealth, State, Local and Semi~Government authorities -8,600, 


Total Government employment reached a peak of 546,900 in August 1943, since when 
there has been a decline of 25,200. 


Total civil employment (excluding rural’ and household domestic) reached a peak in 
November 1941 (1,952,300) following which there was a heavy decline in male employment as 
men were called up for the Armed Forces. Since the middle of 1943 there has been little 
change in male or female employment (excluding rural and household domestic), 


During November, 1944, estimated total civil employment (excluding rural and 
females in private domestic service) increased by 7,100, made up of increases of 4,800 males 
and 2,300 females. These increases were due in part to seasonal movements. Changes in the 
main industrial groups from October to November, and a comparison with the distribution of 
employment by industries in earlier periods may be seen in Section C.

Figuros of omployment rocordod on Pay-Roll Tax roturns for Australia are givon 
without eny adjustment in the noxt table. Tho roturns do not cover employeos of the Common 
woalth Govornment; omployors who pay not more then £20 por wook in wagos do not mako re= 
turns and roligious and public benovolont institutions and hospitals aro also oxempt. The 

~ proportion of all emplcyoos who aro included varics from Stato to Stato, but in goneral the 
proportion of omployecs (cthor than those of the Gormonwoalth, those engaged in rural in- 
dustrios end fomale domostics in privato housoholds) in tho Pay-Roll Tax roturns is about 
90 por cont. of the ostimatod total cf malos in omploymont, and about 80 por cont of tho 
fomalos.
